They are 4'alining Trouble on the Keshe­ 
na Reservation. 


S h a w a n o , Win., June l h — T he trouble 
on the Keshena Indian Reservation, or­ 
iginally precipitated by the ( bange of 
agents, has reached such a point that 
little short of a miracle will prevent a 
meeting of armed forces of the govern­ 
ment on the one hand and Ute Indian* 
on the other. 
While reports sent out 
from 
this 
city 
have been 
great­ 
ly 
exaggerated, 
th** 
facts 
are of sufficient importance to cause 
tim gravest apprehension for tho safety 
of those whose business keeps them on 
the reservation. 
Yesterday the feast of 
C o l p u s 
Christi 
was 
celebrated, 
and 
in consequence the Indians assembled 
at Keshena in large numbers to attend 
the chinch. 
At th** conclusion of th** 
services the women withdrew and tho 
bucks, priests and ox-Ageut Jennings 
held a conference. As a result J e n n i n g s 
went back to the reservation. 
Agent Kelsey, th** newly appointed 
Indian 
agent, 
who, 
with 
Inspector 
Chisney, was compelled to leave th** 
reservation Wednesday night, returned 
here hod evening, while ex-Agent J e n ­ 
n i n g s held the fort at Keshena, having 
gen** there early yesterday. 
There is 
no doubt that had not Kelsey left the 
reservation when he did lie would have 
suffered at the hands of 
the reds, 
us 
Hie Indians were under the influence of 
whisky and were greatly excited. 
Wednesday evening Mr. 
Savage, at 
whose place the new agent was 
hoard­ 
ing, came to Mr. Kelsey and 
told him 
In* could not keep him any longer, 
a s 
the Indians would come that night anil 
tear his house down if ho did. 
N ot­ 
withstanding the fact that it was ra'n- 
ing heavily Agent Kelsey was forced to 
procun* a team and drive to Shawano 
that night in a blinding storm. 
That same afternoon one of the priests 
came to Inspector Chisney ami told him 
he better leave the reservation 
if he 
wished to avoid trouble and liability of 
being injured. 
It is reported that a conspiracy exists 
to eject Agent Kelsey and all Govern­ 
ment officials bodily from tim reserva­ 
tion. 
The ringleaders to the number 
of -even are said to he carrying into ex­ 
ecution tin* will of the priests. 
It is given out that troops will he or­ 
dered 
here from 
Fort Snelling. 
It Is 
most difficult to arrive at a logical con­ 
clusion as to the cause of the uprising. 
W ithout question Jennings is popular 
with the Indians, but whether or not he 
has directly excited them in this de­ 
fiance of government authority is mere­ 
ly a 
matter 
of 
conjecture. 
Lumber 
men of this city attribute this trouble 
in a measure to the fact that the In ­ 
dians are laboring under the hallucina­ 
tion that a change of agonts means that 
they will eventually lose all their lands 
and money and that the change is made 
for th** express purpose or benefiting a 
few rich lumbermen in tho State who 
ar** trying to secure their pine. 
An effort will he made to have several 
Wisconsin lumbermen wha have dealt 
target \ vv itll the Indians visit them at 
once and attempt to show them their 
folly in resisting the change of agents. 
However, many are of the opinion that 
blood will he shed 
before the Indians 
can be hr*night to a proper realization 
of the situation.
